increase In payrolls since May, 


The department said payrolls

David Wilkerson, author of the 


best seller, "the Crossafti The 
Switchblade", will address a 
gathering of teen-agers and par- 
ents Saturday evening, October 
21 at 1:30 o'clock and Sunday af- 
ternoon, October 22 at 2:30 p.m. 


Ten years ago, David Wilker- 


son went to New York City on a 
one man mission—to change the 
lives of teenage gang members. 
Nicky Cruz, leader of the sui- 
cide Mau-Mau gang, rewarded 
the minister with a slap and a 
spit and a "go to hell!". Today, 
Nicky Cruz is an ordained minis- 
ter working with youngsters him- 
self 
in 
an 
ever-expanding 


ministry to gangs, narcotic ad- 
dicts, prostitutes, beatniks, and 
goodniks. 


Five years ago, Mr. Wilker- 


son was the first to expose the 
fact that glue sniffing was a fad 
among urban junior high school- 
ers, 
and 
he began 
to warn 


against its growing threat. To- 
day, he is exposing the hippies' 
new and close to lethal, STP 
(Equal to a gram of LSD, and 
after-effects of an STP trip are 
permanent.) Few major 
youth 


leaders are as realistic as Mr. 
Wilkerson 
when 
he counsels 


youth from the platform about 
sex, hard narcotics, and the re- 
cent outbreaks of thrill seeking 
through the use of "mellow yel- 
low" (banana scrappings) and 
decomposed peppers. Mr. Wil- 
kerson states, "I am often ac- 
cused of over-simplifying 
the 


problem and the solution be- 
cause 1 preach a simple mes- 
sage of faith in Jesus Christ." 
"But," 
says he, "no one can 


deny It works." 


Mr. Wilkerson is now chal- 


lenging the hippie crowd by car- 
rying his message to the Hajght- 
A,shbury section of San Francis- 
co, New York's Greenwich Vil- 
lage, and Soho section of Lon- 
don.

Appropri- 
ations always relate largely to 
future spending, 


The new appropriations asked 


this year for research and de- 
velopment total $17.69 billion. 
But the government proposes to 
use only $9.30 billion of the new 
authority during the year; the 
rest of the $17.26 billion pro- 
grammed spending for this year 
would come from past appropri- 
ations—a circumstance not lost 
on economy-minded congress- 
men. 


Some of these contend govern- 


ment research has been extend- 
ed beyond all measure of practi- 
cality. "They've even got a pro- 
ject for research on what ought 
to

researched," 
one 


snorted. 


Others, conceding that practi- 


cally all government-supported 
research is useful, nevertheless 
insist that when the country is 
running deep into the red, the 
test should be what research is 
imminently needed. 


The huge defense research and 


development total includes work 
in everything from missile im- 
provements to studies of tem- 
perature, salinity and biological 
content of water. 


The space agency proposes to 


spend $358 billion on the man- 
ned space flight program, in- 
cluding the Apollo system for 
moon landings. Another $600 
million would go for such pro- 
grams as orbiting observatories. 


A substantial portion of the 


AEC's research and develop- 
ment is directly military and 
presumably would be politically 
hard to reduce— $265 million for 
nuclear weapons development 
and $256 million for testing such 
weapons underground.

"With three hours and the

Perhaps the most intriguing 


possibility is that the Soviet Un- 
ion is seeking to split the Viet- 
nam problem into two parts- 
stopping U.S. air raids on the 
North and negotiations with the 
NLF— to prevent Hanoi from 
blocking a settlement. 


Some diplomats put this in- 


terpretation on the most recent 
statement by a Soviet leader on 
ending the war. Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin said two weeks ago 
that the way to solve the Viet- 
nam problem was to end the 
bombing of North Vietnam and 
recognize the NLF's program. 


Kosygin and other Soviet lead- 


ers before and since did not re- 
state 
the whole package of 


North Vietnamese demands or 
even refer directly to Hanoi's 
f o u r points that summarize 
them. Previously they were usu- 
ally mentioned in top-level Sovi- 
et speeches. 


The Soviet Union has also not 


reacted quite so sharply to re- 
cent U.S. raids around Hal- 
phong as it did to earlier exten- 
sions of raiding targets. 


The NLF program adopted in 


August calls for "an independ- 
ent, democratic, peaceful, neu- 
tral and prosperous South Viet- 
nam" with eventual "reunifica- 
tion of Vietnam . . . step by step 
and through peaceful negotia- 
tion" between the North and 
South. 


Splitting the Vietnam problem 


could open the possibility of 
peace talks in the South while 
the North simplh dropped out of 
the war once it was no longer 
bombed. Diplomats here specu- 
late that Kremlin leaders may 
have this in mind. 


This could reduce the influ- 


ence on events of Red China, an 
advocate of fighting on as long 
as necessary. The Soviet Union 
is assumed by diplomats here to 
want the war ended.
